New Hampshire’s presidential pri-

Supreme Court mulls 
changes to indecency 
policies by the FCC

In colorful give-and-take, the 
Supreme Court debated wheth- 
er policing curse words and nudi- 
ty on broadcast television makes 
sense in the cable era, with one jus- 
tice suggesting the policy is fast 
becoming moot as broadcast TV 
heads the way of “vinyl records 
and 8 -track tapes.” 

The case involves program- 
ing that is available to all viewers 
free over the air — even though 
many now receive it through 
paid cable connections — during 
hours when children are likely to 
be watching. 

Some justices said they were 
troubled by inconsistent stan- 
dards that allowed certain words 
and displays in some contexts but 
not in others. 


One example frequentiy cited by 
the networks was the Federal Com- 
munications Commission’s decision 
not to punish ABC for airing “Sav- 
ing Private Ryan,” with its strong 
language, while objecting to the 
same words when uttered by celeb- 
rities on live awards shows. 

Justice Elena Kagan said the 
FCC policy was, “Nobody can use 
dirty words or nudity except Ste- 
ven Spielberg,” director of the 
World War II movie. Other jus- 


tices seemed more open to main- 
taining the current rules. 

Chief Justice John Roberts, the 
only member of the court with 
young children, hammered away 
at that point. “All we are asking 
for, what the government is ask- 
ing for, is a few channels where 
... they are not going to hear the 
S-word, the F-word; they are not 
going to see nudity.”

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Panel: Sterilization Victims Should Get $50K

Payout to up to 2,000 
people in N.C. eould 
amount to $100M 

Raleigh, N.C. 

As many as 2,000 people forcibly 
sterilized decades ago in North 
Carolina should get $50,000 each, 
a task force said Tuesday, marking 
the first time a state has moved 
to compensate victims of eugen- 
ics programs that weeded out the 
“feeble-minded” and others deemed 
undesirable. 

The payout, which could amount 
to as much as $100 million, still 
needs approval from the Legisla- 


ture. But the prospects for passage 
of some sort of compensation are 
promising, since the governor imme- 
diately embraced the recommen- 
dation, and the House speaker has 
come out in favor of payments. 

While dozens of states had pro- 
grams in the 20th century that 
allowed people to be sterilized 
against their will in the name of 
improving the human race, none 
of the others have offered anjThing 
more than apologies. 

Compensation “sends a clear 
message that we in North Caro- 
lina are people who pay for our 
mistakes and that we do not tol- 
erate bureaucracies that trample 
on basic human rights,” said panel 


Singled Out 

From 1929 to 1974, more than 
7,600 people in North Carolina 
were surgically rendered unable 
to reproduce under state laws 
and practices that singled out 
epileptics and others considered 
mentally defective. Many were 
poor, black women deemed unfit 
to be parents. A report last year 
said 1,500 to 2,000 of the victims 
were still alive, though the state 
has verified only 72 so far. North 
Carolina is among about a half- 
dozen states to apologize, (ap) 


chairwoman Dr. Laura Gerald, a 
pediatrician. 

On Tuesday, some victims said 
they were just looking forward to 
seeing the issue resolved. Elaine 
Riddick, 57, was sterilized at 14 
after she gave birth to a son who 
was the product of a rape. 

“I was a victim twice: once by 
the rapist and once by the state 
of North Carolina. Normally, if 
you commit a crime, you pay for 
it. They committed the biggest 
crime. ... They committed a crime 
against humanity,” she said, as she 
wiped away tears.

Metro plans to hire more than 
1,000 employees under a budget 
proposed by General Manager 
Richard Sarles for next fiscal year 
that would raise bus and rail fares 
and parking rates. 

Dan Stessel, Metro’s chief 
spokesman, said Tuesday that he 
did not have an estimate of how 
much the new positions would 
cost in additional salaries and 
benefits.

The hires would increase Met- 
ro’s total number of employees by 
almost 9 percent, from 11,319 to

day. Stessel said the price tag for 
the new hires would be part of the 
presentation. 

The fare increases are intended 
to help fill a $116 million shortfall 
in the $1.6 billion budget. Increases 
would hit almost all areas, includ- 
ing bus and rail fares; parking 
rates; and MetroAccess. 

The actual amount of increases 
would vary by trip, with base rail 
fares rising from $1.60 to $1.70 
and bus fares going from $1.50 to 
$1.60. Rail riders who use paper 
farecards would pay one-way flat 
fares: $6 during rush hour, $4 in 
off-peak times. Day passes would 



Changes 

Metro's last fare in- 
crease was two years 
ago, and it was the broad- 
est in the transit system’s 
history. General Manager 
Richard Sarles’ proposed 
budget would increase rail 
fares in rush-hour periods 
by an average of less than 
5 percent for those using 
SmarTrip cards, accord- 
ing to Metro. The new fare 
structure would eliminate

Many riders traveling on Metro 
on Tuesday said they were ada- 
mantly opposed to the fare increas- 
es Sarles has proposed, arguing 
that the transit authority does not 
deserve more money from cus- 
tomers until it improves the ser- 
vice it offers. 

Riders complained of constant 
delays, security problems and bro- 
ken escalators. 

Angela Madison, who lives in 
Largo and travels on the Blue Line, 
said her first reaction to the pro- 
posal was one of disgust. 

“More money, really?” she said. 
“What I would like is for someone 
to show us some books. Where is 
the money going? I don’t see any 
improvements.” 

As Richard Green waited at the 
Largo Town Center station for a 
vending machine to issue a paper 
farecard, he said the current fares 
are “good enough.” 

Green said Metro needs to 
improve security at stations before 
it asks customers for more. 

“If they did something about 
security, maybe I could go along 
with this,” the Upper Marlboro, 
Md., resident said. “I understand 
it takes a lot to run this [system], 
but customers are pumping a lot 
of money in already.” 

Metro officials said Tuesday 
that 32 percent of trips made dur- 
ing peak periods under the pro- 
posed rates would cost the same 
or less than they do now. 

But the majority of riders would 
see increases. 

Janet Myers, who has been a 
Metro customer for 20 years and 
rides from her home in Maryland to 
McPherson Square, said she hopes 
there are no increases. 

“I’m not happy, not at all,” she 
said. “People are poor. We’re strug- 
gling. I haven’t had a raise in three 
years, so why should I pay more?”

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Peak of the Pique 

One of the most popular ideas in U.S. transporta- 
tion is congestion pricing. One of the least popular 
ideas among Metrorail commuters is the peak-of- 
the-peak fare. They were supposed to be the same 
thing. It turned out that a good idea in one con- 
text didn't look quite so good in another, and Metro 
GM Richard Sarles will propose elimination of the 
peak-of-the-peak charge. 


Congestion pricing creates a finan- 
cial incentive to avoid a highway 
or a train when they are likely to 
be most crowded. 

That’s the idea in traffic. In 
transit, the idea was that riders 
would learn to time their trips so 
that they arrived at stations before 
or after the peak-of-the-peak rate 
took effect. 

It didn’t happen in significant 
numbers, says Carol Kissal, Metro’s 
chief financial officer. Meanwhile, 


it became yet another way to baf- 
fle tourists who had to deal with 
yet another layer of complexity on 
the Metrorail fare charts. 

You’ve seen them: They stare 
at the fare charts on the vend- 
ing machines like we had ordered 
them to read “War and Peace” 
outdoors. 

But why didn’t the regulars 
go for it? 

The 20-cent peak-of-the-peak 
surcharge is collected from 7:30 


to 9 a.m. and from 4:30 to 6 p.m. 
on weekdays, or about half of Met- 
ro’s rush-hour service. 

This was basically the 9-to- 
5 workers, the sort of people who 
answer to their bosses on work hours 
and not to the transit 
authority. 

These are peo- 
ple who let sever- 
al morning trains 
pass by because 
they’re too crowd- 
ed, then hurl them- 
selves through the 
doors of the first one 
that has a chance of accommodat- 
ing them. 

If that wasn’t enough to push 
them out of the rat race, a surcharge 
of 20 cents a trip wasn’t going to do 
it either. So people stuck with their 
work and transit schedules. 

But there were plenty of people 
who simply didn’t care about the 
surcharge. Many federal workers 
get a significant taxpayer subsidy 
to ride transit. We tend to be more 
tolerant of rising costs when we’re 
not spending our own money. 

Riders began paying the peak- 
of-the-peak rate in the summer of 
2010. Before the Metro board voted 
to approve the fare increases, it went 
to the public with seemingly endless 
menus of options involving various 
fare increases and service cuts. 

Public interest focused largely 
on avoiding the service cuts. The 
peak-of-the-peak charge slipped 
in with relatively little discus- 
sion, given that it was an experi- 
ment with a completely new type 
of fare for Metro. 

By comparison, Sarles’ proposal 
for the coming year looks quite sim- 
ple — unless the board decides to 
once again expand the menu. This 
time, riders should make sure their 
attention isn’t diverted. The end of 
the peak-of-the-peak fare is likely 
to be the most popular element in 
the new budget.

Issa Presses for Occupy Answers 


Calif, congressman 
blasts Park Service 
again over protesters 

Washington 

A powerful Republican congress- 
man is skirmishing again with 
the National Park Service over the 
Occupy D.C. protesters who have 
been camping out in McPherson 
Square since Oct. 1. 

Rep. Darrell Issa, R- Calif., the 
chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Oversight and Govern- 
ment Reform, which oversees the 
District, said in a letter to Interi- 
or Secretary Ken Salazar on Tues- 
day that the Park Service had been 
“unresponsive” to the “overwhelm- 
ing majority” of the committee’s 
requests for information regard- 
ing the ongoing protest at the fed- 
erally owned park. 

Issa is seeking records of all 
communications among the Park 
Service, the Interior Department 
and the White House, and the D.C.

U.S. Park Police monitor the 
camps around the clock and had 
made 61 arrests so far, for such 
offenses as assault, threat and 
disorderly conduct. 

Adam Fetcher, a spokes- 
man for Salazar, said Tuesday 
that the department had pro- 
vided a “thorough” response 
to the chairman’s letter, which 
detailed the “firm commit- 
ment” of the Park Service to pro- 
tect their resources and enforce 
laws “while respecting Ameri- 
cans’ First Amendment rights.”

Ring the changes

becoming another night when stars shine on the small screen, Chen Nan reports.

C lad in black leather 
pants and a blazer, 
Avril Lavigne strode 
onto the Jiangsu 
Satellite TV stage 
half an hour before 
2012 began. 

She raised her arms, pointed her finger 
in the air, and shouted to 10,000 fans, 
who screeched back at her. The pop-punk 
queen thanked them in gasps of Mandarin: 
“X/ex/e (Thank you)! We love China!” 

Hundreds of kilometers away, Faye 
Wong — draped in a red skirt-cape — 
performed her new song, Wish, for Hunan 
Satellite TV’s New Year’s Eve gala. 

It was a far cry from Lavigne’s set. The 
Asian pop diva, who is half-retired from 
showbiz, ushered in 2012 with Buddhist- 
style anthems. 

And as the clock’s minute hand 
approached the stroke of midnight, 
actress Zhang Ziyi and actor Huang 
Xiaoming appeared at the gala of 
Shenzhen Satellite TV to raise awareness 
about kidnapped and street children. 
Zhang sang a romantic ballad before the 
end of the show, which attracted nearly 
20,000 fans. 

They were among the hundreds of 
international stars who joined the New 
Year Eve galas, or kua nian wan hui, across 
the country on 20irs final day. 

Watching CCTV’s Spring Festival gala 
has long been a lunar New Year ritual 
for hundreds of millions of mainland 
people. But audiences, especially youth, 
are tuning in to local TV stations for the 
Gregorian calendar’s countdown to the 
New Year, as a growing number of stars 
take to the stage for these galas. 

“New Year’s Eve galas are a new trend for 
TV stations in China,” says Zhang Lihua, of 
Hunan Satellite TV, which became the first 
local station to stage a New Year’s Eve gala 
in 2005. 

“ThestarsareTVstations’ biggest selling 
points. A five-hour live show that gathers 
nearly all the big names from Hong Kong, 


Taiwan, the mainland and other parts of 
the world is fun for audiences at the venue 
and TV viewers at home. A New Year’s Eve 
countdown with the stars is very exciting 
and is also a new experience.” 

Zhang also points out the idea of kua 
nian, or the New Year’s countdown, 
borrows from the end-of-the-year parties 
of Hong Kong and Taiwan, where the 
countdown is traditionally preceded by 
star performances. 

In 2005, Hunan Satellite TV held the 
national Supergirl singing competition, 
which remains one of China’s most 
popular televised talent extravaganzas. 
On Dec 31, 2005, the winners, including 
Li Yuchun, Jane Zhang and Zhou Bichang, 
performed at the New Year’s Eve gala 
with other singers, including Hong Kong’s 
David Tao and Taiwan’s Will Pan. 

The 4.5-hour show topped that year’s 
national ratings. It has since become an 
annual event for the station. 

There were 16 New Year’s Eve galas on 
Chinese TV in December 2011, Zhang 
says. They cost a total of 500 million yuan 
($79.4 million). 


“When I looked at the performer lists, it 
was really unbelievable,” Zhang says. 

“It really is a big competition for the TV 
stations and a festival for audiences.” 

TV stations tried to book the hottest 
acts of the year for their end-of-2011 galas. 

These include folk singer Gong Linna, 
who became an instant sensation for the 
song composed by her German husband. 
Tan Te, or Perturbed: newlywed Hong Kong 
singer-actress Karen Mok; and Taiwan 
singer-actor Nicky Wu, who performed at 
three TV stations’ Dec 31 galas. Wu’s TV 
series. Starling By Each Step, is one of the 
most watched of 2011. 

Hunan Satellite TV vice-supervisor Li 
Hao says the station spent more than six 
months communicating with Faye Wong’s 
agency. 

“We made the greatest effort ever to 
invite her,” Li says. 

Wong’s 2011 comeback tour earned 
more than 100 million yuan ($15.88 
million) — more concert revenue than 
Lady Gaga, who, as Forbes magazine’s 
“top earning female singer of 2011”, rakes 
in $90 million a year. Her concerts earned 


$13 million in 2011. 

Although Li didn’t confirm the rumor 
that the station paid 2 million yuan for 
Wong’s 10-minute performance, he 
admits it was a lot of money. 

Wong’s performance, which was widely 
considered off-tune, sparked hot online 
debate. 

“Good or bad, she was the night’s most 
welcomed star,” Li says. 

“The fans want to see her. That’s most 
important.” 

Singers-songwriters such as Jonathan 
Lee, Wakin Chau and John Tsai turned the 
gala venues into massive karaoke bars 
with their classic songs. 

Foreign gala performers are undertaking 
their China tours. 

Lavigne will tour the country in February. 
Her song Girlfriend has been used as the 
opening song for the popular dating show 
If You're the One on Jiangsu Satellite TV. 

International operatic pop quartet II 
Divo will also stage concerts in China in 
2012 and were invited by Jiangsu Satellite 
TV to close the Dec 31 gala. 

“Their performances at the New Year’s 


Eve gala were a warm-up for their 2012 
China concerts,” Li says. 

Wei Ming, the manager of Live Nation 
China, who brought many international 
acts to China, says: “ It’s a win-win situation 
for the station and for the foreign singers.” 

For musicians, the thrill of playing to 
crowds who are perhaps seeing them 
for the first time can be intoxicating, Wei 
explains. 

“Local TV stations are hungry for 
international stars, who help them 
increase ratings and ad sales,” he says. 

“Fans are willing to pay a lot for the 
tickets to see so many stars in one night.” 

The priciest New Year’s Eve gala tickets 
went for 2,012 yuan ($319) and sold out 
weeks ago. 

Li Yi, a 25-year-old dancer from Hubei’s 
provincial capital Wuhan, didn’t mind 
shelling out that much cash to see the 
Jiangsu Satellite TV’s gala. Neither did the 
four friends she went with. 

“It’s very exciting to watch such a star- 
studded show,” Li Yi says. 

“Although the tickets were expensive, 
we had a great time together, taking 
pictures and singing to the music. I think 
CCTV’s lunar New Year gala is a time for 
family. But New Year’s Eve is for friends,” 
she continues. 

“It feels very special on the last day of 
a year and the first day of a new year. You 
want to share and celebrate it with pe opie 
you love.” 

Many who watched the galas on TV at 
home spent much of the night channel 
surfing. 

“I was switching among TV stations,” 
says Zhang Huicong, a 28-year-old 
advertisement design company’s 
marketing director in Beijing. 

“It’s hard to watch just one gala 
because they all have different stars. The 
commercials are really annoying, and I 
believe the TV stations made bundles of 
money,” he continues. 

“I hope next year’s gala is different. If TV 
stations continue to gather stars. I’ll feel 
bored.”

The Norah Jones-Led 
Little WiLLies Lack a 
spark on ‘Good Times' 

Album Review 

There’s surprisingly little differ- 
ence between Norah Jones’ solo 
albums and her work with country 
music side project the Little Wil- 
lies, whose second covers disc drops 
today. Jones makes understated 
jazz albums with blues and coun- 
try undertones; the Little Willies, 
whose members include her long- 
time collaborator Lee Alexander 
and singer Richard Julian, make 
understated country albums with 
blues and jazz undertones. 

“Good Times” — which con- 
tains well-tended covers of songs 
popularized by Kris Kristoffer- 
son, Patsy Cline and band name- 
sake Willie Nelson — charms 


throughout. It’s expertly played, 
flawlessly sung, nimbly curated 
and affectionately done. And yet, 
it has inherited the same sense of 
unearthly calm that anchors all of 
Jones’ work, and while jazz albums 
thrive on that sort of brunch-tas- 


tic gentility, it snuffs out almost 
any spark of life in these would- 
be rave-ups. 

There are some standout tracks 
— aversion of Nelson’s transcen- 
dent “Permanently Lonely” sung 
by Julian, who sounds more like

Lyle Lovett than anyone who isn’t 
actually Lyle Lovett, and Jones’ 
smoke-filled barroom cover of Dolly 
Parton’s “Jolene,” a song so funda- 
mentally great that probably no one 
has ever messed it up. 

But some of the weaker origi- 
nals get lost in translation: Loret- 
ta Lynn didn’t sing the lay-offa-my- 
man anthem “Fist City” so much as 
she detonated it like a nuclear war- 
head. Jones can do almost anything, 
but she can’t make lines like “If you 
don’t wanna go to fist city you’d bet- 
ter detour ’round my town/’Cause 
I’ll grab you by the hair of the head 
and I’ll lift you off of the ground” 
sound convincing, allisonstewart

Climbers and hikers 
who prefer no roads 
or itineraries opt for 
this epic alternative 

Adventures 

In the shadow of Mount Everest and 
its magnetic lore, a cross-border 
route with a grand name, the Great 
Himalaya Trail, is being touted as 
an epic, untapped alternative to the 
bucket-list trek to base camp on the 
world’s highest mountain. 

Trekking this trail is an odys- 
sey, not a routine vacation, and even 
promoters admit that it’s more a 
theory or consumer product for an 
untested market than a continuous 
path. Instead, it’s a web of paths, 
many unmapped and barely con- 
necting, that meander east to west 
along the Himalayan range. 

Granted, the Great Himalaya 
Trail lacks the history and utility 
of the Silk Road, the ancient trade 
network that linked Asia to Europe, 
or the cohesion and accessibility of 
the Appalachian Trail for hikers in 
the United States. 

Instead, it is what trekkers and 
climbers make of it: a one-time hike 
through forests and grasslands at 
lower elevation, an assault on high 
passes that demand technical skill, 
or a periodic pilgrimage.

to transform the Great Himalaya 
Trail into a basket of options for 
adventurers who prefer itinerar- 
ies without roads and teahouses. 
It says western districts like Dolpa, 
Humla and Mugu offer rich scen- 
ery and local culture that has lit- 
tle outside exposure. 

Promoters have broken the Nep- 
alese stretch into 10 sections that 
can each be walked in a few weeks. 
Dorendra Niraula, an official at 
Nepal’s tourism ministry, hopes 
repeat visitors will trek parts of the 
trail over five or 10 years. 


“We are in the initial stage of 
the project,” he said. “We are try- 
ing to diversify tourism.” 

The goal is for people to “go to 
places they have not thought of 
going,” said Robin Boustead, an 
Australia-based trekker. Boust- 
ead belongs to a loose alliance of 
trekkers, tourism agencies, non- 
governmental groups and Nepal- 
ese officials who hope a more even 
spread of tourist revenue can help 
a poor, politically weak nation that 
emerged from civil war five years
